Water Everywhere 
In Arctic--But 
Not For Drinking 


Washington—OF;—'The army has 
found that while 
there's 
water 
water everywhere in the Arctic win- 
ter—in the form of ice and snpw— 
it's tough to convert it for drinking 
purposes. Lt. Col. G. L. Orth of the 
Army Medical Corps says it takes 
more than six hours per day and a 
half gallon of precious gasoline tc 
meit sufficient snow and ice to pro- 
vide one man with a day's supply 
of water while on field maneuvers 
at 50 degrees below zero. 


"Quantities of water required for 
drinking are nearly the same in the 
| Arctic as In the temperate zone." he 
reported In the "Military Surgeon." 
I "It was startling to find that a 
I member of a tank crew in Arctic 
temperatures must be supplied with 
from 3 to 6 liter.-, of water per day. 


"Canteens even if filled at a water 
point must be carried under 
the 
outer clothing to remain in a fluid 
state. How many quarts can a man 
I carry under his parka?" 
! Saying that "dehydrated exhaust- 
ion" can take place "in as little as 
two days in the Arctic where solid 
water amounds." Orth added: 


"Eating ot snow and ice can de- 
lay this collapse, but the quantity of 
fluid obtainable in this way will not 
be great, because of the soreness 
of the mouth and the freezing of 
the lips and face and consequent 
reduction of fluid intake." 


He said it's tough for even the 
Aleuts and othc-r Nomadic people to 
convert solid water to usable form 
and added: 
* "The natives of Alaska living in j 
their own communities have been] 
found to be in negative water bal 
ance throughout the winter."
